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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12 May 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

First, applicant argues that the Okada does not teach avoiding stress-raising, 
hard-working process after heat treatment, lack of grinding, lack of deformation during 
cooling, and uniform cooling. In response to applicant's argument that the references 
fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Second, applicant argues that the limitation of "air hardened" has been 
disregarded. The Examiner disagrees. This limitation was addressed in the last 
paragraph of page 3 of the Office Action of 17 February 2006. The Examiner looked to 
specification (see page 3) in determining the scope of this limitation. Air hardened 
means a class of materials which are capable of being hardened assuming air heat 
transfer coefficients. The Examiner agrees that Okada does not specifically disclose 
this property. The Examiner contends that such property would be inherent. Okada 
teaches compositional ranges which overlap with the claimed ranges. Of course, the 
Examiner is assuming that the instant specification is enabling and that the claimed 
composition would in fact have the claimed air hardening property. Since the 
composition of Okada is the same or substantially the same as the claimed alloy 
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composition, then it can be assumed to have the same property. See MPEP 2112.01 I. 
Where the claimed and prior art products are identical or substantially identical in 
structure or composition, or are produced by identical or substantially identical 
processes, a prima facie case of either anticipation or obviousness has been 
established. In re Best, 562 F.2d 1252, 1255, 195 USPQ 430, 433 (CCPA 1977). To 
rebut a prima facie case of obviousness based on overlapping ranges, applicant must 
show criticality of the claimed ranges. See MPEP 2144.05 III. 

Third, applicant submitted evidence to show the criticality of the cooling velocity. 
In response, the Examiner notes that the claimed do not recite a cooling velocity.
